after several years of treatment 
in 


•which they are carefuly pruned, head-. 
ed in and sprayed for disease and in-. 


sects. 


It is also necessary to fertilize apple 


trees. For thin soils an application of 
five pounds of nitrate of soda and acid 
phosphate per tree has proved very 
profitable- 


Many old orchards 
still 
contain 


standard varieties, but it is advisable 
to dispose of worthless seedlings and 
plane new trees in their place. 
Extra care is needed in working over 
an old orchard as the growth in the 
trees must be pruned out carefully 
and slowly over a period of time so as 
noc to injure the trees.
